On an opposing line of hills, of about equal height, but much greater length, is the Japanese artillery, about 1200 guns of all calibers. The troops of the opposing forces 
are massed on the hillsides ‘and in the valley between the hills. To dislodge tha Russian artillery, the Japanese must sweep across this intervening valley, driving the 


Russian troops ‘before them. 


This is a formidable task. 


If they are driven from this position, the Russians may take refuge in the town which is formidably fortified.

Liberal Arts Department Arranges to 
Study Conditions at Great 
Distance. 


WILL USE TWENTY BALLOONS 


Instruments Attached to Parachutes 
Will Record Conditions as 
They Are Found. 


Arrangements are being made fwr a 
series of balloon ascensions under the aus- 
pices of the Liberal Arts department of 
the World's Fair for the purpose of study- 
ing the conditions of the air at a dis- 
tance of 10 or 12 miles above ground. 

The first escension will be made within 
two or three days and then every other 
day until 15 or 2 balloons have been 
sent up. 

The balloon will consist of a rubber 
bag. inflated with hydrogen gas and at- 
tachicd to a parachute containing instru- 
ments by which the conditions of the air 
will be recorded. 

The balioons will arise until they burst 
from expansion and the parachutes will 
carry the instrument safely back to the 
ground. Cards will be placed in the para- 


chutes notifying the finder that a suitable 
reward wii! be paid for the return of the 
instrumezits. 

Theh experiment has already -been tried 
in Germany and found to be asnuccessful 
In teuching the conditions of the vir. In 
some instances the balluon has arisen to 
a height of mi'es and the instruments 
have recorded a temperature of 130 degrees 
below zero.

WIFE TO 


IJULIUS,LEHMANN’S. 


BE SENT 


TO INSANE ASYLUM 


Mrs. Julius Lehmann, whose husband, 
convicted of bribery, is serving a seven 
years’ sentence in the penitentiary at Jef- 
ferson City, has tost her mind, and physi- 
cians attending her have recommended that 
she be sent to the insane asylum. 

In a fit of viélence Tuesday afternoon 
Mrs. Lehmann attempted to kill herself by 
jumping from a window of her home, 3817 
North Twenty-third street, but was pre- 
vented from doing so by her daughters, 
who, after a great struggle, succeeded in 
overpowering her. 

Several times in the past week Mrs. Leh-' 
mann has torn her clothing, and it has 
required most careful watching on the part 
of her children and the attending physi- 
cians to prevent her from doing herself 
bodily harme 

Four physicians are in attendance ipon 
Mrs. Lehmann, who is under constant sur- 
veillance. They are Drs. Heine Marks, C. 
W. Schaub, Hugo M. Barischer and Henry 

Niebruegge. Besides this two married 

daughters and her youngest daughter, Miss 
Lulu Lehmann, are at Mrs. Lehmann’s 
bedside continually. 
- Mrs. Lehmann began showing signs of 
extreme melancholia ten days ago. She 
hud been brooding over her husband's in- 
carceration ever since he was sent to Jef- 
feisgon City, and a week ago her condition 
became such as to call for the services of 
a physician. She became violent while 
‘gazing upon a picture of her husband, and 
Dr. Schaub was called to wait upon her. 

After an exarvmation, Dr. Schaub stated 
that Mrs. Lehmann was suffering from 
mental derangement, and advised the mem- 
bers of the family to watch her closely. 


Could Not Sleep. 
Would Not Eat. 


Mrs. Lehmann could not sleep and would 
not eat all the food that was placed be- 
fore her. She would take a bite and push 
the rest of her food aside, saying to the 
efilldren, “That is for your father.” At 
night and during the day she kept the 
other members of the household in a state 
of alarm with her screams. 


Dr. Schaub at first believed that a visit 
to Jefferson City would have a good effect 
on Mrs. Lehmann’s condition, but after 
consultation with other physicians who 
‘were subsequently brought in it was de- 
cided that the journey would do more 
It was feared that she 
would become violent while on the train 
or at the meeting. 

Last Sunday Miss Lulu Lehmann paid a 
visit to Gov. Dockery and asked him 
‘to parole her father long enough to allow 


the latter to visit his wife and comfort 
her.

2 could’ be paroled, and then only in cases 
of death. 

Wednesday morning Mrs. Lehmann’s 
condition was worse than at any time 
since her mind became deranged. 

No one but the physiclans and members 
of the immediate family are permitted to 
go near the patient. The presence of 
strangers causes her to become violent 
and she exhausts the strength of severa 
persons who try to subdue her. 

Mrs. Lehmann has deciined rapidly in 
health. She is only a shadow of her for- 
mer self and is gradually wasting away. 

Tuesday afternoon while her daughters 
were temporarily absent from her side, 
Mrs. Lehmann got up out of bed and 
Started for the window. She was already 
upon the sill preparing to leap when her 
daughters discovered her and pulled her 
back. She immediately became violent and 
it was necessary to send for one of the 
physicians. 

In a _ statement to the Post-Dispatch 
Wednesday Dr. Schaub said that it would 
be necessary to place Mrs. Lehmann in the 
Insane Asylum unless immediate and per- 
manet relief obtained. 

Miss Lulu Lehmann stated that her 
mother enjoyed good health until the head 
of the family was sent to the penitentiary. 
Before that time, the daughter stated, Mrs. 
Lehmann’s mena! faculties were unim- 
paired. 

Dr. Marks, when seen, confirmed the 
statement that Mrs. Lehmann would 
have to be sent to the asylum. 

“T was calied into the case last week.” 
said Dr. Marks, “and suggested that 
Mrs. Lehmann be transferred to an asy- 
lum, as I aid not think she could get 
proper treatment at home.”

She 
arises early, and business engrosses all of 
her attention throughout the day, the

& Weightman. She has automobiles of 
the electric type. She dines at 6 o'clock 
each evening, and, except for Miss Norris, 
seldom has co ny at her dinner table.

Mrs. Walker is the widow of ex-Con- 

ressman Robért J. C. Walker, of Wil- 
jlamsport. She was admitted to. partner- 
ship in the firm of Powers & Weightman 
in January of this year, and has the repu- 
tation of being a business manager of ex- 
ceptional § ability. Mr. Walker was a 
Philadelphian, but for many yéars had 
business interests up the state.

Dr. David §S. Booth Sues the Rich

Estate. 


A $10,000 fee is what Dr. David 8S. Booth 
of 6107 Morgan street seeks to collect from 
the estate of Dr. Washington West, who 
died in July, 19%, ieaving an estate valued 
at about $300,000. 

Dr. Booth, in a statement to Public Ad- 
ministrator Strode, claims that he rendered 
professional service to Dr. West for a 
period of 29 months, and that his service 
Was largely of a special and confidential 
nature. 

A detailed statement of Dr. Booth’s serv- 
ices show that he made residence visits, 
with extra clinical attention, and included 
office treatment, critical instrumental in- 
vestigations, chemical and microscopical 
examinations, consultations and advice, ac- 
companied at times with unusual respon- 
sibility. He says he rendered continual 
professional service from April 15 to June 
15, inclusive. 

The will of Dr. West has been subject to 
much litigation. Once the validity of the 
will was attacked on the ground that Dr. 
West had sought to remove Edward B. 
Wo'f as executor by a pencil notation on 
the back of the will. Judge Crews decided 
in favor of Wolf.

It 
wis the coolest piece of mob work on ree- 
ora, as it was carried out at noonday in 
the heart of the city, and no one aside 
frum the tynchers knew of it until the jail- 
ers made the discovery. There is no clew 
to the perpetrators.

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when someone comes in to see him, and 
taking his unfinished work to the Man- 
hattan Hotel, where he continues dictating 
night after night, sometimes until 2 or 3 
o'clock tn the morning. 

Apparently he is doing his work in his 
office. That is, it looks to the outsider as 
if he were there to see all comers. finish 
his business and call it a day when he 
closed the door. Really, the work Cortel- 
you does at headquarters is merely the 
outwardly and visible sign of what he ac-.: 
complishes. He is willing that everybody 
should see him writing letters, and he de- 
cides on some of the propositions that are 
put to him while at his desk. His se- 
eretiveness is merely masked by the hours 
of labor he puts in at headquarters. 


GOES OUT AFTER THE MONEY. 


His principal business is to get money 
for the campaign. He has an able assist- 
ant in Treasurer Bliss, but he does not 
depend on Bliss to fill the money chest. 
He goes out after the money himself. He 
has organized a money-getting machine 
that is as perfect as his card system. Some 
people will come to him, some he must 
visit personally. It would not be like Cor- 
telyou to have an important man come to 
headquarters and consult with him or get 
his orders. . ..e has another place for that. 
and that place is the Manhattan Hotel, 
where he lives. 

One might watch Republican headquar- 
ters for a week and see none but the ruck 
of political visitors—state chairmen, prom- 
inent leaders, senators and representatives 
and the like. If one watch the Forty-third 
street door of the Manhattan Hotel for 
another week he might see representatives 
of corporations and other fund-producing 
institutions. whisked up to the Cortelyou 
rooms. It would be foolish to look at 
Cortelyou's office door and expect to see 
George W. Perkins enter. It would not 
be in the least surprising to see Mr. Per- 
kins vi it the Manhattan Hotel of an even- 
ing, although it is likely that if such big 
game as Perkins is to be brought down 
Cortelyou will go out after it. 

However, the money getting is so system- 
atized by the money-getting machine Cor- 
telyou has established that not a great 
number of contributors need come to the 
Manhattan. The big politicians are the 
most frequent visitors there. 


FAT FRYERS FOR SECTIONS. 


This is the collection system: Cortelyou 


has divided the country in sections and put 
each section in the hands of a most com- 
petent fat-fryer. Thus, ex-Gov. Murray 
Crane of .Massachusetts fries for Boston 
and New England, Frank O. Lowden and 
Charles G. Dawes fry for the West. with 
headquarters at cago, and Cortelyou 
looks after New York himself, using Bliss 
to hammer the protected manufacturers. 
EK. T. Stotesbury, formerly of the firm of 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. of Philadelphia, col- 
lects for that section of the country, 
Crane fis one of the most important busi- 
ness men in New England, and in close 
touch with every possible source of Re- 
ublican revenue. Lowden is son-in-law of 
ullman. Dawes is president of the Cen- 
tral Trust Co. of chicago and former 
comptroller of the currency. Stotesbury 
has an intimate knowledge of aH business 
conditions in P@hinsyivania and the sur- 
rounding territory. Cortelyou has made a 
study of New York. So has Bliss, for he 
has been asking contributions for the Re- 
publicans for many years. 


RIDES IN CLOSED CARRIAGE. 


When Cortelyou goes out for money, he 


is as secretive about it as he is about 
everything else. He takes a carriage, not 
a hansom, or an automobile, or an open- 
faced conveyance, where all might see him 
as he rode to the financial districts. He 
takes a four-wheeler, closed, and sits in 
the corner of the back seat, as far out of 
sight as possible. He whispers his instruc- 
tions to the. driver, runs into the building 
he desires to visit, runs out again after he 
has made his call and sinks back into the 
corner. If no y recognizes him he is 
giad. He allows no one whose visit to 
headquarters might mean a newspaper 
paragraph of more than the ordinary po- 
litical significance to come there. 

The disignation ‘“‘gum-shoe” fits Cortel- 
you. tiis caution extends to the minutest 
detail. They have a press bureau at head- 
quarters, where several competent ->ort- 
ers are employed under the supervision of 
Jules Guthridge, a former Washington cor- 
respondent, Superior to Guthridge is Louis 
A. Coolidge, also a Washington correspond- 
ent, who is acting as secretary to the com- 
mittee. A reporter interviews a _ visitor 
from Maine or California on the political 
outlook in his state. He writes out his in- 
terview and gives it to Guthridge. + Per- 
haps there is an opinion in it. 
re-revises it and hands 
and Cortelyou squeezes out the last drop 
of blood. .In a day or two, If it is entirely 
innocuous, the nation may be startled by 
the information. handed out in the press 
peaduparsers, that So-and-So called and 
said the party in his state could not lose.

Two Bodies Found on Farm, Two 
Other Alleged Victims Still 
Missing. 


SOUGHT TO EVADE DEBTS 


Living Farm Hand Reports Two Al- 
leged Attempts to Take. His 
Life. 

COLCHESTER, Conn., Aug. 31.—That 
Gershon B. Marx, new held in the Norwich 
County jail, is the perpetrator of a series 
of cold-blooded murders probbaly without 
precedent in*the history of Connecticut, is 
the belief of the 6fficials who today be- 
gan a systematic search for bodies on the 
Marx farm. Four murders and 
tempt to poison another man can, it is be- 
lieved by these officials, be traced to Marx. 
The bodies of two of Marx’s alleged vic- 
tims, Joe Pavol and Joe Palm, have been 
found. Marx is awainting trial charged 
with the murder of Pavol, his wife being 
held as a witness for the state. ‘The two 
bodies for whiah the search was begun 
today are those of an 18-year-old boy anda 
Hebrew peddler. 

The boy, who was known as HElarry, ar- 


years ago, and he came here ;oon after 
to work for Marx. He worked on the tarm 
about six months and then suddenly disap- 
peared. Marx said he had gone to Hart- 
ford to find employment. 
The Hebrew peddier went to the Marx 
home one evening two years ago and he 
bas not been seen alive since, so far as 
anown. 
A Polander, known as “Joe,’’ today made 
a statement to Sheriff Jackson, in which 
he accused Marx of attempting to end his 
life. with poisoned whisky. Joe took the 
whisky, but was afraid to drink it, and 
put it away. When the body of Pavol was 
found Joe mentioned the matter to a con- 
stable and gave him the whisky, and the 
constable turned it over to the jailer of 
the county jall, who promised to have it 
analyzed. 
Marx made still another attempt on Joe's 
life when the latter discovered the body of 
Pavol, it is claimed. After he had ex- 
humed the body Joe accused Marx of mur- 
dering Pavol. and said he intended to no- 
tify the authorities.

ANOTHER GARBAGE “HOLDUP.” 

On Nov. 14 the present contract for the reduction of the 
garbage will expire. The present contract is an emergency 
contract, under which the city was forced to pay double prices 
for the work on account of the failure of the authorities to 


provide in time for a new contract. If the bill now pending 
in the House of Delegates is not promptly passed the city will 
again’ be at the mercy of the Butler Sanitary reduction concern 
and will be forced to pay exorbitant prices. 

The pending bill was drawn by the board of public improve- 
ments and approved by the city counselor. No valid objection 
can be urged against it by members of the House, because a 
similar bill, but faulty in construction, was passed by the 
House. But while precious time is passing and the date of 
the expiration of the present outracecus contract is near, the 
bill is “held up” by the sanitary committee of the House. 

What purpose can the éanitary committee have in holding 
up this bill except #0 enable the sanitary company to squeeze 
the city? Whose servants are the members of the committee— 
tné servants uf Ed Butler or the servants of the people of St.

FIRE ESCAPES ON 
SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


Mr. Robert Moore, Acting President 


of the Board of Education, Tells 
Why the Law Is Not Com- 
plied With. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

teferring to your editorial of Saturday 
last in regard tc fire escapes on pubilic 
schoo! buildings, you will, I am sure, per- 
mit me. aS a member of the Board of 
Education, to state my own position, 
which 1 believe to be also that of a ma- 
jority of the board. 

First of all we are very ¢élear in our be- 
liefe that the outside ladders and winding 
stairways. which in consequence of the law 
on this subject, have been put on so many 
buildings in St. Louis, would, for school 
children at least if not for aduits, be a 
source of danger and not of safety. In 
this belief we have been confirmed by the 
opinion of Mr. James A. Waterworth, one 
of the best authorities on the subject in 
this or any other city. 

Speaking of fireproof school buildings, 
which class includes all buildings con- 
structed or reconstructed in St. Louis 
since 1897, Mr. Waterworth says: “No 
exterior fire escapes known to me com- 
pares with these fireproof interior stairs 
in a fireproot school as affording safe and 
ppvedy exit from the building. The use of 
any ordinary fire escape attached to a 
fireproof schvol would in my opinion in- 
troduce an additional element of danger in 
case of fire, and would tend to make a 
panic more disastrous.”’ 

Speaking rext of school buildings. of or- 
dinary wood joist construction, of which, as 
regards the corridors and stairways, a few 
only yet remain in St. Louis, Mr. Water- 
worth says: ‘I would consider the interior 
stairways the gafest and most expeditious 
exit under ordinary circumstances. ‘There 
would be little cause for excitement in 
using tne ordinary means of exit: there 
would be more or less excitement in using 
the dizzy exit of a fire escape. The ordi- 
nary fire escape in use in St. Louls is not 
a safe exit for adults, much less for young 
children under the excitement of a fire. The 
more usual and familiar the means of exit. 
the less delay and the less likelihood of a 
panic and the less danger.’’ 

To this I may add that in a schoo! builld- 
ing which is occupied only during the day 
hours by children under the supervision of 
teachers always on the alert, and in which 
there is no fire of any kind except in a ape- 
clally protected or fireproof room in the 
basement with a fireman constantly on 
watch there is no real danger, as experi- 
ence has abundantly proven, except from 
panic. And from this danger the super- 
intendent has sought to protect the pupils 
by so organizing the dismissal at recess, 
at noon and at the close of each school 
day as to make it a regular fire drill. The 
result, by actual timing, shows that there 
isa no school building in the city which 
cannot be quietly and completely emptied 
In less than four minutes. 

Meantime several years ago Judge Rom- 
bauer, then attorney of the board, in a 
formal -opinion In which his successor, Mr. 
Judson, has since concurred, adviped us 
that, in the absence of express terms to 
that effect, the act of March 27, 1901, re- 
lating to fire-escapes Goes not apply to 
buildings owned by the state, such, for ex- 
ample, as the statehouse, courthouse or 
public school bulldings. 

But if the sole resnonsfbility remains with 
the board, as by t')'s opinion it does, we 
cannot knowingly do anything without &e- 
reliction of duty. 

In order to be more fully advised as to 
what shouldgbe done to guard the schools 
from fire, the board has recently had a de- 
tailed inspection of the buildings made by 
an expert of the St. Louis Fire Prevention 
Bureau. In his reportsseveral recommenda- 


tions, looking *- + additional safety, were

Hypnotizing Drunkards. 

At a meeting of the Society of Hypnology 
and Psychology in Paris the other day a 
report was read from Dr. Korovine of 
the Moscow Asylum for Inebriates, where 
experiments for the cure of drunkenness 
by hypnotic suggestion have been carried 
out for three years. Dr. Korovine claims 2 
per cent of radical cures out of some 300 
patients. He says that out of 323 patients 
hypnotized 84.4 per cent did not drink any 
alcohol for a week, 33.8 per cent for three 
weeks, 27.7 per cent for more than a month, 
but only 3.1 per cent for the whole time of 
the treatment—that is to say, Yor six 
months.

Strikes in New York in Month Have 
Deprived Workmen of 2 
Vast Sum.

NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—In the building 
trades strikes and subsequent lockouts 
‘which have thrown into idleness an army 


of from 2,000 to 27,000 men have now last- 
ed approximately one month. 

While it is always difficuit to estimate 
with any degree of accuracy the direct and 
indirect losses incurred py such widespread 
stagnation in any great branch of industry, 
st is probably no exaggeration to say that 
during this period the direct loss In wages 
suffered by the craftsmen amounts to not 
less than $2,500,000. 

Several of the strikes, which led to the 
general jockout later, had their inception 
Sotore the beginning ofthe current month.

For 15 Years She Worked in Prison 
’ From Which Husband Was Soon 
to Be Released.

EDDYVILLE, Ky., Aug. 31.—-When Mrs. 
Rome. died at the home of one of the 
deputy wurdens of the Eddyville peniten- 
tiary the family mourned her as if she 
were one of the number, when in fact she 
was only a servant. 

Sixteen years ago, James L. Rone, @ 
young farmer, and a/neighbor named Sa- 
vory were rivals for her hand, It was 
difficult for her to choose, and while the 
delay was on, the men became bitter and 
quarrelsome enemies. She eventually se- 
lected Rone, and shortly afterward Savory 
was found dead, shot through the heart.

was sentenced to 21 years in the peniten- 
tiary. An appeal was taken to the higner 
court, but betore the decision was reached 
his sweetheart, desiring to give all the 
world proof of her belief in his innocence, 
was married to him in the county jall. 
Their hopes for a reversal met with dis- 
appointment and the young bridegroom was 
brought to the penitentiary here. The love 
of his newiy mede wife proved stronger 
than any barriers, and, selling her per- 
sonal possessions, she followed him with 
the determination of being near him until 
time had proved his innocence or the de- 
mand of the law had been exhausted.
